ERE’S JULY more than half 

gone and there’s every reason 
to believe that not only produc- 
tion but sales as well will exceed 
June! Some of the wise ones are 
even beginning to talk about 
August as the possible peak of 
the year. If factory folk would 
give up their secrets it is more 
than likely that we would find 
that the first fortnight turned out 
more units than the entire month 
of July last year, which the good 
book “Facts and Figures” tells 
us was 118,613.

ON ALL SIDES we hear reports 
of cars coming off the assembly 
lines at a pace reminiscent of 
other days. But now there is no 
pushing production to make a 
quota and overstocking dealers. 
Plants are building to order in 
most cases and waiting for the 
product are the retailers who al- 
ready have sold the stuff and who 
are clamoring for delivery. Check- 
ing up on some of these stories, I 
find that in several instances 
companies already are ahead of 
the first fortnight of July, 1932. 
And there seems to be no slack- 
ening in the demand. 

Again I repeat what the column 
said some time back, “anything 
can happen this year” and “all 
signs fail in stormy weather.”

THE CLOCK TURNED back 
twenty years for me when I rubbed 
elbows with the old racing crowd 
at the meeting of the Indianapolis 
speedway executives in Detroit, a 
gathering of those who know 
racing from all its angles and 
who met to discuss possible 
changes in the rules for the 1934 
race —Eddie Rickenbacker, Pop 
Myers, Eddie Edenburn, Chester 
Ricker, Col. Guy Wall, Barney 
Roos, T. J. Litle, Seth Klein, 
Waldo Stein, Barney Oldfield, 
Harry Hartz and fellows like that. 

Out of it all came the decision 
that in 1934 there shall be fuel 
control in order to slow the speed 
and keep the classic from becom- 
ing a shambles. A committee 
headed by Col. Wall will decide 
the maximum amount of fuel 
each car will carry. And another 
factor of safety is to be limiting 
the number of starters to thirty- 
three cars, with a qualifying 
speed of 100 miles an hour for 
twenty-five miles.

“Big Stick’? May Have Hit 
Some Leaders of 
Rebel Movement

Washington, July 18.—Whether 
it is because of the high value 
placed upon harmony and co- 
operation in the administration 
of the Industrial Recovery Act, 
or because someone swung the 
big stick menacingly, peace again 
prevails in the fold of the Na- 
tion’s motor car dealers. 

The National Automobile Deal- 
ers’ Association is going to repre- 
sent the country’s motor vehicle 
merchants in the new deal. Its 
augmented membership will in- 
clude many _ erstwhile _recalci- 
trants, among them a number 
who espoused the cause of a 
new organization. 

One by one, the remnants of 
the left-wing movement which 
started in Washington with 
meeting of dealers from eighteen 
cities on June 5 are fading from 
the scene. It is understood that 
the Maryland Automotive Trade 
Association already has realigned 
itself with the N.A.D.A. after six 
years of independent action. This 
association generally is credited 
with being the guiding and mov- 
ing spirit behind the Washington

Off During Week 


Detroit, July 18—Wayne Coun- 
ty registrations for last week 
dropped to 762 cars and sixty- 
three trucks from the 1,096 and 
seventy-seven of the week before. 

This, however, should not be 
called a slump. Instead, the drop 
is directly attributable to Secre- 
tary of State Fitzgerald having 
set last Saturday as the day when 
half rates on registration plates 
went into effect. As a result, 
buyers seemingly waited until the 
15th before registering to save 
tag money. This was particu- 
larly noticeable on Friday when 
only twenty-four cars were titled.

Detroit, July 18.— Exceeding | 
materially earlier estimates, June 
sales of new passenger sitomo-| 
biles are expected to reach 166,- 
000 units, was announced today | 
in the national weekly motor car 
sales report issued by R. L. Polk 
& Co. 

The estimate was based upon 
reports of registrations in states. 
These showed a total of 62,118 
units, which was 15.8 per cent 
greater than the 53,627 units reg- 
istered in the same states in June 
last year. 

If the final sales total for the 
month approximates today’s esti- 
mate, sales for June will exceed 
both the 160,242 total for May and

8,000 New Men; 
Output Tops ’32 


Detroit, July 18—In an an- 
;nouncement to the public today, 
William S. Knudsen, president of 
Chevrolet Motor Co. made known 
the company’s plan to place be- 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 men on 
their payrolls. Approximately half 
of this number are already at 
work, and the remainder will be 
wage earners by the first of Aug- 
| ust. This is in preparation for 
the industry’s work-wage code, 
and with the adoption of a seven 
jand one-half-hour five-day week. 
With regard to the expected 
|Sseasonal decline in automobile 
purchases, Mr. Knudsen said that 
while they were expecting it, he 
did not believe it would affect 
sales so much as normally. He 
|anticipates a 25% increase in 
jautomobile factory employment 
under the pending code. Chev- 
rolet employment for the week- 
ending July 8, totaled 40,623. 

Chevrolet output through July 
15 is placed at 394,005 units, with 
a July schedule two and one-half 
|times that of July a year ago. 
|The production to date this year 
more than exceeded the entire 
output for 1932. The schedule for

The Dealers’ Problem 


STENSIBLY the retail code is 

to cleanse the selling end of 
certain practices but the crux of 
the law is to increase wages. 
The Government’s basis for re- 
covery is increasing the purchas- 
ing power of labor; that is to be 
accomplished by increasing 
wages. 


It is suggested that a five per 
cent increase over the present 
basis should be set up. To this 
there is the matter also of shorter 
hours. But, the final and fully 
agreed upon code will not be 
based upon a percentage of in- 
crease. Instead there will be 
minimum rate in actual dollars 
showing a rate for unskilled labor 
such as porters and apprentices 
as well as the office help and a 
definite rate for mechanics. 


Shorter hours in the shop will 
not cover the number of hours 
the dealer’s shop will be open. 
It contemplates shorter hours 
for those now employed so as to 
make room for additional em- 
ployment. It will mean staggered 
hours of employment. The dealer 
may or may not. keep his shop 
open twenty-four hours per day 
and seven days a week. Real 
management will come into being. 


Increasing wages in the “back 
end” is the dealers’ problem. 
Shop income during the past two 
or three years has been affected 
by many influences the main one 
being the dealers’ negligence in 
holding his own trade. To in- 
crease wages without increasing 
shop income or volume will re- 
quire a new type of business 
ledgerdemain. The real business 
dealer will now step out and re- 
trieve the owners who have serv- 
ice work to be done. 


A.D.N. for the past three 
years has urged upon the dealers 
the importance of increasing the 
service volume, its columns have 
been given over time and again 
to the profits from service which | 
should go to the dealers and not} 





those who had no hand in selling 
either the new or used car. In-| 
creasing volume in the back end 
will take care of the Govern-| 
ment’s demand. Therefore it is| 
up to the dealer to adopt a safe} 
and sane plan for getting the| 
owners back into the shops pro-| 
viding for those owners the same | 
service equipment and facilities | 
now used by those who are doing | 
service work. 

A.D.N. offers this suggestion. | 
Go after the service work now. 
Seven out of every ten cars on 
the road need service attention. 
Increase the wages of your serv- 
ice men. The increase will stimu- | 
late their interest in their work. 
They will help start business com- | 
ing in. They will cease to look 
upon their job as just a meal 
ticket as is the case now. They 
will be business boosters.

Willys Program 


Further Advanced) crveiana, 


Toledo, July 18.—A general feel- 
ing that definite progress was 
made Monday in the affairs of the 
Willys-Overland Co. was evident 
at the close of the court sessions 
here. 

Two major developments re- 
sulted from the day’s efforts. First 
of all, Federal Judge Geo. P. 
Hahn granted an order which 
authorizes the receivers, L. A. 
Miller and John N. Willys, to 
manufacture 5,000 additional pas- 
senger cars and 5,000 additional 
trucks. The signing of this order 
means additional employment at 
the local plant and prolongs the 
period of the plant’s operation 
under the receivership. 

The second development was 
what appeared to be a closer ap- 
proach toward an accord of in- 
terested parties in the reorgani- 
zation plan. The _ bondholders 
committee, however, declared it- 
self as unwilling to go along with 
the re-organization plan as _ it 
stands at present but its repre- 
sentatives voiced the desire of the 
group to continue negotiations 
and endeavor to reach a common 
viewpoint. 

Judge R. M. Marsh, represent- 
ing the bond interests, said after 
a telephone conversation with G. 
Munro Hubbard, chairman of the 
bondholder’s committee, that the 
latter would send industrial engi- 
neers here to investigate further 
the re-organization plan. Infor- 
mation sought by the bond group 
was said to be the possible source 
of the $2,500,000 working capital 
for the new company, satisfac- 
tion as to the sufficiency of this 
amount, and the manner in which 
the management of the company 
under the plan would be strength- 
ened. The bond group as yet has 
not accepted a place on the re- 
organization committee but Judge 
Marsh said Mr. Hubbard in- 
formed him he would appoint 
representatives to confer with the 
re-organization committee. 

Walter F. Brown, former post- 
master general and counsel for 
the re-organization committee, 
said he felt that from the confer- 
ences held that all interests are 
sincere in seeking to save the 
company for Toledo. 

Judge Hahn granted applica- 
tion of Attorney George Welles, 
also representing the bondholders, 
for leave to file foreclosure pro- 
ceedings against the company, 
naming the receivers in the orig- 
inal suit as defendants. The ac- 
tion was brought on behalf of the 
National City Bank of New York, 
trustee for the bondholders. The 
action was represented as being 
in no way hostile and as an es- 
sential step in re-organization. A 
hearing on this application is to 
be held next week. 

At the present time, it was re- 
ported today, the Willys-Overland 
is building one hundred passenger 
cars and one hundred trucks 
daily, employing about 2,500 
workers. The signing of the ap- 
plication for the building of ad- 
ditional cars and trucks, it was 
said, will step production to 250 
cars and trucks a day by Aug. 1 
and increase employment to 3,200 
to 3,300. An application filed a 
few days ago to sell certain ma- 
chinery to the International Har- 
vester Co. was withdrawn at the 
hearing today.
